N dealing with the very large number of claims for exemption 
brought forward for consideration in connection with Class 1 
under the Military Service Act, it has occurred, as was inevit- 

able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties pyt in the 
way of investigation, some individuals have secured exemption 


whose proper place i 


is in the Army. 


It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per- 
manently their obligation to bear their part in the military defence of the 
Country and of the ideals for which we are fighting. 


To do so would defeat 


the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
necessarily called out to fill their places. 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 


—_— 


- It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which have been granted on false or insufficient 
grounds from those that are well founded. 


_With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 


Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and returned promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 


It is therefore important in their own interest that all exempted men who 
have changed their address since their exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once. 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of- address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to. 
return | the questionnaire after receipt.

AND FRENEH TROOPS DURING HEAY 
FIGHTING ALONG THE SOMME 


London March 27.—British ‘formes | one 


London, March 29.—On._ the Somme 


are not only offering strong resistance; the British have maintained their 


to heavy enemy attacks. both north 
and south of the River Somme, but 
have carried out numerous — count- 
er attacks during the day, resulting in 
regaining of ground and the driving 
back of the Germans at various 
points.. The report.from Field Mar- 
shal Haig tonight declares that in the 
operations heavy casualties have been 
inflicted on the enemy. 

London, March 27.—The British 
front is standing firm along the whole 
line, jvhich appears to be the strongest 
it has occupied since the battle began, 
says Reuter’s correspondent with the 
British headquarters in France. Even 
at poinic where the line is not strong, 
the correspondent adds, it is being 
held in very ordurly array, alike of 
men and.guns and nowhere is showing 
any signs of enrorced retirement. 

‘The enemy, says the correspondent, 
attacked at various points today, but 
from all reports these efforts have 
made no progress. 

British airmen report the whole of 
the enemy front areas to be black 
with troops. 

Berlin, via London, March 27.—“On 
both banks of the Somme our armies 
are engaged in a slowly progressing 
attack,” says the German official com- 
munication issued today. 

Paris, March 27.—With fresh troops 
the Germans attacked today the 
French lines east of Montdidier and 
although their assaults were re- 
pulsed several times, they succeeded 
in making some advance, according to 
the war office announcement tonight. 
Around Noyon and Lasaigny powerful 
enemy attacks were broken up. 


SITUATION HOPEFUL. 


London, March 27.—Tonight’s news 
from the battle front confirms the 
hopeful impression formed early in 
the day that the British now appear 
to be on a line that they are able to 
hold firmly, at least on the Somme 
and the Ancre rivers. Farther south 
in the Roye-Noyon region, the situa- 
tion is less well defined, but it is stat- 
ed that both the French and the Brit- 
ish are bringing up reserves _ there. 
The correspondents are also showing 
greater confidence that the enemy will 
be held on this terrain. The German 
Official statement tonight was signifi- 
cantly brief and reserved. It reports 
the crossing of the Ancre, but only 
refers to Tuesday’s events, while the 
British war office statement shows 
that the Germans who had crossed the 
stream were thrown back today in 
counter attacks. 

The news from the Somme front is 
distinctly encouraging. The British 
have captured Moriancourt and Chip- 
illy and advanced to Proyart. 


AUSTRIAN VIEWPOINT. 


London, March 27.—An_ Austrian 
official communication says: “In 
France our allies have achieved fur- 
ther great successes.” 


ENEMY DO NOT PRESS 
ATTACK 


London, March 29.—Apart from 
local fighting at different points the 
enemy has not pressed his attacks to- 
day north of the Somme, according to 
the official statement issued by the 
war office tonight. 

“We gain ground at certain places,” 
the statement continued. 

“South of the Somme heavy hostile 
attacks developed during the morn- 
ing in the vicinity of Messieres and 
Demuin. Fighting is still going on in 
this sector” 

Berlin, March 29.—Via London.— 
Successful engagements between the 
Somme and the Ayre rivers are re- 
ported in the German statement this 
evening. The statement reads: 

“There have been successful _ en- 
gagements between the Somme and 
the Ayre.” 

“THD LINE HOLDS.” 

London, Mar. 29.—“The line holds,” 
is an essential fact as regards the sit- 
uation despite the considerable Ger- 
man advance on the south marked by 
Montdidier and the extension of the 
attack in the direction of Arras. The 
stroke at Montdidier, which is prob- 
ably aiming at the separation of the 
Allied armies, is admittedly serious, 
because the Paris railway is endan- 
gered, but the general -disposition of 
experts is to reserve judgment of the 
ultimate consequences pending the in- 
tervention of the Allied reserves. 

It is considered unlikely that these 
men are employed merely to prevent 
the enemy gaining ground, which they 
have been doing at such terrific cost. 
Correspondents at the front emphas- 
ise that the results of the British 
forces fighting in the open has wholly 
shaken off the cramped feeling of 
trench warfare. 

The situation. is described as not 
causing the slightest anxiety at head- 
quarters where the gravest danger is 
considered over. Fresh troops or ar- 
tillery are coming up steadily and the 
army is growing in confidence as in 
strength. Troops in many parts of the 
line have not moved their positions 
for days, except to throw back the 
masses, with the exception of Mont- 
didier, where the enemy gained «a 
little.

A number of: prisoners and mach: 
ine guns were captured by us in this 
fighting. The enemy again_ suffered 
exceedingly heavy ~ casualties. His 
frequent attacks which were pressed 
witih great determination through the 
day, gained only our outpost lines, 
after several hours of severe hand to 
hand fighting. His reserves were 
then sent forward against our battle 
positions and wereeverywherethrown 
back with great loss. Onr machine 
gun, artillery and rifle fire did great 
execution upon his ranke. 

“South of the Somme also heavy 
and continuous fighting toek place 
until late in the day in the face of re- 
peated assaults by superior enemy 
forces, have withdrawn a short dis- 
tance from their advanced positions.” 

“North of the Somme, we maintain 
our positions. No serious enemy 


attacks have been launched during the 


day. ” 

“South of the Bowie. there has 
been heavy. fighting. Our troops have 
been pressed back to a line running 
west of Hamel, Marcelcave, and De- 
mum. On the French front, south: of 
Demum, the -French line runs through 
Mesieres, La Neuville sire Bernard 
and Gratibus, just west of Montdidier, 
There has been further heavy fighting 
today on this line. 


“Between Montdidier and Lassigny, 
the French counter-attack continues. 
Fresh French forces are arriving. 
East of Lassigny, there is no change 
in the French line.” 


“A captured German order shows 
that on March 21 the objective of an 
enemy division which attacked near 
St Quentin was to be the Somme, 
near Ham, a distance of at least 11 
miles. .Actually the division in ques- 
tion penerated rather less than three 
miles.” 
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TOTAL GUN LOSS OF THE 
BRITISH NOW ABOUT 600 


ONE HUNDRED TANKS FALL INTO 
HUN HANDS. 


London, March 28—England, in 
considering her losses in the fight, 
ing in France, must take into con- 
sideration the “usual German exag- 
geration,”’ Major General Frederick 
B. Maurice, chief director of military 
operations at the war office,said today. 

“In the past,” he declared, “the 
Germans have usually given the cap- 
tures of prisoners and-guns in round 
numbers not actually counted, but as. 
anticipated from the general situation. 
It is reasonable to assume. that the 
same thing is being done now. 

Our total loss of guns,. either from 
falling into the hands of the enemy, 
or by being knocked out, is about 600, 
according to our best information. 
This compares with . the German 
claim of 950. 

Probably the same_ ratio. holds 
good regarding German claims of pris- 
oners, and it-must be remembered that 
the German count of prisoners in- 
cludes many of our wounded, whom 
we were unable to take with us. 

“We have lost probably about 100 
tanks, which we used exclusively in 
the counter attacks.” 


URGES PATIENCE. 


General Maurice said the war office 
was giving out the news as quickly 
and as fully as it was received, and 
he urged the public to be patient. 

“In these critical times,” he said, 
“I want to emphasize that it is every- 
one’s duty to avoid making them 
more critical, and to avoid being 
Mournful. During the past few days 


‘some newspapers have raised the old 


cry that we are concealing part of the 
news because it is too serious for it 
to be made public. This charge not 
only is untrue, but has had a bad 
effect because it has tended to create 
panic. It has tended to ‘make the 
people believe that things are worse 
than they really are. , 


PAIR EXPLANATION.

“I~don’t: doubt but that it might 
have taken longer,” he declared: 

There has been an impression, he 
added, that the allies were partly ig- 
norant of the German plans, but. that 
he denied, declaring he was informed 
confidentially of the allies’ prepara- 
tions to face’the Germans when he 
was there, and declared that the Brit- 
ish withdrawals were according to; a 
pre-arranged plan.

“That's all right, it’s all over now,” 
said the general. 


TURKISH ARMY AT HIT. - 
TAKEN PRISONERS 


THREE THOUSAND ARE GATH- 
ERED INTO. THE. NET. 


London, March‘ 28.—The entire 
Turkish forces in the Hit area in 
Mesopotamia have been captured or 
destroyed by the British, the war 
office announces. Three thousand 
prisoners were taken. 

Hit is on the ‘Euphrates river, 100. 
miles west of Bagdad. The town was 
evacuated by the Turks on March 9. 
‘The Turks. fell back on Khan-Bagh- 
dadi, 22 miles above Hit, before the 
British column operating along the 
Euphrates, which has been conduct- 
ing a tremendous and maccenstul cam- 
paign. 

- The statement follows: 

. “On March 26 a highly- successful 
operation was carried out by our 
troops operating.-on the Euphrates 
northwest of Hit, which resulted in 
the capture or destruction of virtually 
the entire Turkish force in that area. 
Early in the morning our columns ad- 
vanced to attack the Turkish posi- 
tions about Khan-Baghdadi, 22 miles 
northwest of Hit. Our cavalry made 
a wide movement around the Turkish 
positions to Aleppo, is the rear of the 
enemy. 

“By nightfall the enemy’s main 
positions north of Khan Bagdadi had 
been carried by assault. 

WAS INTERCEPTED. ; 

“The main body of the enemy at- 
tempting to break to the northwest, 
was intercepted by. our cavalry and 
repulsed with heavy losses. 

“So far it has been reported that 
about three thousand prisoners have 
been taken, including a divisional 
commander, two regimental com- 
manders, about 200. Turkish officers, 
ons German officer, and a few German 
non-commissioned officers. In addi- 
tion 10 guns, 2,000 rifles, many mach- 
‘ine guns, 600 animals and a quantity 
of booty have been taken. 

“Pursuit of the remaining fugitives 
has already been-.- carried beyond 
Haditah, 45 miles northwest of Hit: 

“Our casualties were very slight.”

Since your city is regarded with 
affection by the adherents of 
three of the greatest religions of 
mankind, and its soil’ has been 
consecrated by the prayers and 
pilgrimages of. multitudes of de- 
vout people of these ‘three relig- 
fons for many centuries, there- 
fore I do make known to you that 
every sacred building, monument, 
holy spot, shrine, traditional site, 
endowment, pious bequest, or cus- 
tomary place of prayer of whatso- 
ever form belonging to the great: 
religions of mankind will be main- 
tained and protected according 
.to the existing cust6ms and be- 
liefs of those to whose faiths they 
are sacred. ~ 
In ‘pursuance of these promises 

measures were taken to ‘make sure 
hat no damage should be done to 
iny sanctuary ,by the adherents of a 

hostile faith. This but follows the 
2xample of the Saraceri conqueror 
Omar who. (A.D. 636) gave the Chris- 
tians fair and honorable terms. For 
over four centuries, or until the Turk- 
{sh conquest, there was no persecu- 
tion. So now the Mosque of Omar, 
standing on the site of. Solomon's 
cemple, is of moment to Jews, Chris- 
tians and Mohammedans; indeed, the 
Mohammedans deem it the second 
holiest place on earth. In the future, 
as Monsignor Barnes says, something 
will have to be done to -secure to 
Jews and Christians who also clearly 
have religious interests in this spot,

was to reassure the Mohammedan 
world that a Christian triumph does 
not mean any insult to their faith, 
and: so Mohammedan guards, drawn 
from the officers and men.of the In- 
dian army, were set oVer this place, 
as over the tomb of Abraham at Heb- 
ron, Abraham being a_ revered _pat- 
riarch and prophet also among the 
Mohammedans. 

As to the suggestion that Palestine 
be made into a small Jewish State, 
under international guaranty, there 
need be no fear, Monsignor Barnes 
believes, that Jews will ever be al- 
lowed to dominate ‘Christian or Mo- 
hammedan sanctuaries, “nor is there 
any reason to think they would wish 
to do so.” 

The most prominent Christian 
sanctuaries are the Basilica of the 
Nativity at Bethlehem and the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, 
Every visitor to Jerusalem, ‘writes 
Monsignor Barnes, will remember the’ 
Moslem guard set over the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, whose presence 
seemed the very embodiment of the 
shamefulness of the Christian posi- 
tion. He continues: 

It was a hereditary office that 
went back for centuries. To re- 
tain such an office would be intol- 
erable under present conditions. 
On the other hand, to abolish it 
might give the idea that it was 
the beginning of the end of all 
Moslem institutions. General Al- 
lenby, with the greatest of tact 
‘and a finesse that was almost 
French, solved the difficulty in 
this way. He asked the guardian 
to retain his position and its emol- 
uments, but no longer as the sym- 
bol of an alien supremacy, or with 
any actual authority, but-in mem- 
ory of the magnanimity of Omar, 
and for a perpetual remembrance 
of the way in which long ago, be- 
fore the evil days of Turkish dom- 
ination, the authorities of Islam 
used their power not to destroy, 
but to protect the Christian in- 
stitutions. 

Thus from every point of view the 
British conquest of Palestine is an 
event’ not only of surpassing roman- 
tic interest, but of epoch-making polit- 
ical and religious importance. As to 
religion . it may mark the, beginning 
of. a new age of tolerance.-
